Early yesterday morning 
President J. L. Taylor, of the town 
board, accompanied by B. B. Ray, the 
personal representative of Qovernor 
Tanner, went to the mine and addressed 
the miners. 
In reply to questions he 
asked, the miners said they wanted the 
guards about the pits retained: declared 
they wished for no conference with the 
strikers, and said they were entirely 
satlirfled to stay at work. 
Ray then 
held a conference with the strikers and 
made them a apecKih, In which he sym­ 
pathised with their condition. 


Mlaera Deelde to Marelk 
Springfield, Ills., Aug. lO.—A state 
Reglater apeclal from Lincoln saya the 
minerà of that city met and decided 
unanimously to march tomorrow morn 
Ing to Mount Pulaaki and endeavor to 
get the nUnera there to atrlke, and 
from there go to Nlantlc on a similar 
mlaalon; and from there to Decatur, 
where delegatlona from Springfield, 
Panamnd other placea will meet them.

SprlngfleM, Ills., Ajug. 10.—Governor 
Tanner yeaterday morning received a 
telegram from B. B. Ray. whom he 
dlapatched to Coffeen Sunday to ex­ 
amine Into and report the altuatlon at 
that place, growing out of the move­ 
ment of coal miners. 
The telegram 
aald: **Everything Is quiet this morn­ 
ing. I have advised the sheriff to re­ 
duce his force, i^ot over 200 miners are 
encamped. I was at their camp at 
o'clock this morning. They show ex­ 
ceedingly good temper. About fifty min­ 
ers went doiwi to work this morning. 
I will stay here today and keep you 
fully advised." 


Iowa Mlaem Hot Kilkely to flirilie. 


Ottumwa. la., Aug. 10.—The meet­ 
ing of Iowa miners here yesterday de­ 
cided not to strike In sympathy with the 
easterners, but assessed tfll the men 
25 cents a week for aid. The meeting 
was poorly attended, only a fourth of 
the number of miners in the state be­ 
ing represented. At first the sentiment 
was for a strike, and agitators from 
Illinois worked hard at the men to de­ 
clare a strike. The men decided that 
they could do no good ordering a strike 
with such a small number and passed 
a resolution ordering notices sent out 
to all the camps in the state for an­ 
other meeting at Oskaloosa, Aug. 19 
If two-thirds of the miners In the state 
signify their Intention of aendlng dele 
gates the meeting will be held, if not 
it will be called oft. As it is not thought 
possible to get this number to maKe 
a move to strike. It Is probable that a 
meeting will not occur. The sympathy 
move with the easterners is at an end 
and each camp will settle Its own scale 
and grievances with the operatora.

FREQUENT STREETS AT NIGHT. 


And B«oom« th* Victims of Un- 
•orupulous 
and 
yiolous 
Youns M«n. 


**There it mi evil in Bentoo Harbor 
and St. JoMph fpreater and more far- 
reMbinff in its ifafluence than violations 
of the liquor law or Bamttm & Bailey’s 
eironti and I am surj^sed that the 
olergy have not touched upon it. It is 
the praotioe of allowing young giri> 
boys to wander about the streets unat­ 
tended by brotherii sisters or parents.’* 
The above was expressed by a promi­ 
nent ohuroh worker yesterday and the 
earnestness with which he proceeded 
to point out the error of this practice— 
the pitfalls and snares that await the 
ehildren who are allowed this free­ 
dom—was convincing and suggested the 
institution of immediate steps to pre­ 
vent the evil. 


*1 have seen girls under 16 years 
stroll along the streets with young men 
live years their senior as late as 11 and 
12 o’clock, continued the speaker **and 
I wondered if the mothers of these ten­ 
der and unsuspecting creatures realized 
the danger their daughters were ex­ 
posed to. This practice is unsafe in 
any city biit especially is it true that a 
young girl who is allowed to frequent 
the streets in these two cities wtiere 
there are so many strangers—so many 
vicious and inscrupulous men waiting 
for victims—sure to fall. 


bave seen 14-vear old girls, the 
daughters of highly respectable par* 
ents, take up with strangers without 
the formality of an introduction and 
accept the small courtesies and later 
the insults of their escorts. In St. 
Joseph the girls enjoy g rei^ r freedom 
than in Benton Hartwr, and the allure­ 
ments there are more monstrous. The 
**Bluff’* has long borne a shady repu­ 
tation and after nightfall is not fre­ 
quented by ladies who have a keen 
sense of the 
moral responsibility 
expected of them. But at all hours of 
the night little girls are permitted to 
promenade in that resort with men 
whose sole purpose is to accomplish 
their ruin. Hundreds of women in 
these two cities commenced a life of 
sin in that place. They accompanied 
wicked men to the park, drank wine 
with them there, <and so gradually be­ 
came disposessed of their virtue that 
they are unable to explain where the 
process began. 


**Not a Sunday passes but that some 
pure girl is led astray under the en­ 
vironments of the Lake Front park. 
The gilded youth from Chicago drags 
the unwary erirl into a flirtation. 
If 
he does not debauch her the lirst da>* 
of the acquaintance be carries on a 
correspondence and a week brings 
them together again. 
The 
second 
meeting is inevitably tihe fatal one. 
Unaccompanied by her father, her 
•mother or brother, a girl on the streets 
on Sunday when the two cities are full 
of strangers, day or night, is ex))osed 
to influences that are bound to drag 
her down. 
The Lake Front park is 
the next door to the wine room which 
every girl will reach who regularly 
frequents the former.

Apples in Michigan Promise About 
One-Third of an Average 
Crop. 


WHEAT IS OF FINE QUALITY. 


Thara Will Ba But ttavan-Tantha of 
tha Avarasa Potato Crop 
In tha Stata, 


La n s i n g , August 10.—The crop re­ 
port issued for August is of universal 
interest. 


The average yield of wheat per acre, 
as estimated by correspondents this 
month, is for the state 13.81 bushels; 
southern counties, 14.85 bushels; cen­ 
tral counties, 11.18 bushels; and north­ 
ern counties, 13.06 bushels. 
C<^- 
pared with the estimate of July 1 there 
is an increase in the state and southern 
counties of about one and one-half 
bushels, in the central of 0.88, and in 
the northern 0.65 bushels. 


Comparatively little threshing had 
been done when the reports were for­ 
warded, 
but 
correspondents very 
generally report wheat turning out 
better than expected. A few excep­ 
tionally high yields are noted, but 
these at the most indicate no more 
than that a good crop has been har­ 
vested. A few such yields are always 
obtained in good wheat years. Actual 
threshings of more than single jobs are 
reported as follows:

The crop has generally been secured 
in fine condition and is of good quality. 
The heavy rains in the central part of 
the state just at the close of harvest 
did some damage but it was not exten­ 
sive. In a few fields the grain sprouted. 
In answer to question as to quality 342 
correspondents in the southern coun­ 
ties report it good, 70 average, and 3 
bad; in the central counties 86 report 
it good, 44 average, and 4 bad, and in 
the northern counties 43 report it good, 
21 average, and 1 bad. 


The average condition of corn in the 
state is 87, comparison being with 
average years. 
Oats are estimated to 
yield about 26 bushels per acre. This 
crop is not yet all secured, and the 
work has been somewhat delayed by 
rain. 


Potatoes promise about seven-tenths, 
and beans nine-tenths of an average 
crop. 


Apples now promise in the state 
about one-third, in the southern coun 
ties one-fourth, and in the central 
counties two-fifths of an average crop.

He said that in his 
opinion Canovas was more responsible 
for the outrages In Cuba than wasWey- 
ler, and his killing seemed io be an act 
of retribution. At the same time the 
Cuban party had nothing whatever to 
do with the death of Canovas, and had 
BO knowledge that such an act was 
even contemplated by anarchists or any 
one else. BUvala, who was second to 
Caiiovas In i^wer. although a member 
of the Conservative 
party has 
pressed the opinion that If he had the 
power and w fs In poasesslon of the ab­ 
solute knowledge that the Cuban'dlfH 
oulty was the cause of a general upris­ 
ing of CuteBs and not of any clique, he 
would advise the Spanish to evacuate 
the Island. 


Palma said that from every view the 
confusion caused by the death of Cano 
vas could not but help the Cuban cause. 
The Cubans had no expression of sym­ 
pathy to make for the act of the as­ 
sassin, but at the same time Cubans 
could not but feel that they would 
benefit by It. Canovas had been threat­ 
ened by the anarchists of Spain and of 
France, who are closely allied. Palma 
expressed the opinion that if Silvala 
should be selected to succeed Canovas 
General Pola vieja would succeed Wcy- 
ler. General Polavleja has recently re­ 
turned to Spain from the Philippine 
Islands. The Cubans would not receive 
any more humane treatment at the 
hands of General Polavleja, as he is 
believer, Palma says, in the Weyler 
methods of outrage and assassination. 


The Cuban army had fought in a man­ 
ner which had commanded the respect 
of all nations, while Weyler and his 
men had brutally murdered and com­ 
mitted outrages which called for the 
condemnation of all civilized people. In 
conclusion President Palma said that 
the Cubans would not accept less than 
absolute independence. 
The rooms of 
the Cuban Junta were crowded with 
the members of the party, all of whom 
expressed themselves In condemnation 
of the act of murder committed 
by 
the Italian anarchist.

Bradley went to Springfield yester­ 
day for a conference with Governor 
Tanner. Until his return nothing Is apt 
to be done. He will be on the ground 
again this morning and then It Is 
pected that the strikers will move on 
the town. 
Early yesterday morning 
President J. L. Taylor, of the town 
board, accompanied by B. B. Ray, Ihe 
personal representative of Governor 
Tanner, went to the mine and addressed 
the miners. 
In reply to questions he 
asked, the minera said they wanted the 
guards about the pits retained; declared 
they wished for no conference with tho 
strikers, and said they were entirely 
satisfied to stay at work. 
Ray then 
held a conference with the strikers and 
made them a speech. In which he sym­ 
pathised with their condition. 


MInem Doolde to Marek« 
Springneld, Ills., Aug. 10.—A state 
Register special from Lincoln says the 
miners of that city met and decided 
unanimously to march tomorrow morn­ 
ing to Mount Pulaski and endeavor to 
get the miners there to strike, and 
from there go to Niantlc on a similar 
mission; and from there to Decatur, 
where delegations ft*om Springfield, 
Pana and other places will meet them. 
The operators at Lincoln offered their 
men work every day In the week—they 
have been having but two days' work 
per week on an average—lf they would 
return to work. The proposition was 
declined. 


Ootr. Tannor ■•are from CoAon. 
Springfield, Ills., Aug. 10.—Governor 
Tanner yesterday morning received a 
telegram from B. B. Ray, whom he 
dispatched to CofTeen Sunday to ex­ 
amine Into and report the situation at 
that place, growing out of the move- 
ment of coal miners.

Makes a House-to-Hftuse Canvase of His 
Men—Striker« Are Busy. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 10.—Thomas B. De 
Armit. superintendent of the New York 
and Cleveland Gas Coal company, 
worked hard yesterday to get the min­ 
ers at Oak Hill to return to work. By 
a house-to-house canvass he succeeded 
in getting a few more diggers than 
had been at work. Thirty-seven miners 
went In. 
The men were told by lie 
Armit that they would lose all they had 
earned if they would not work, and 
would be given five days to vacate the 
company houses. The strikers say that 
only 75 men out of 235 were at work 
in the Plum Creek mine yesterday.
